ITnprodnctive Blcck Soils. 


Ths unproductive areas of deep, black 


humus soils known as "bogus" landa- 
occurriag in central and northern In- 
diana, aud which in many eases "were 
formerly marshes or tho bottoms of old. 
ponds,'" showed ou chemical examina- 
tion nono of the characteristics usually, 
assigned as the cause of unproductive- 
ness. Experiments ou two farms during 
four years indicate that the use of kauut 
and straw temporarily improved the 
drainage and thus increased tho pro- 
ductiveness of thesa soils, 
A system of 


drainage which taps the water bearing 
gravel underlying the humus soil and 
lowers tho water level to at least 48 
inches by removing the cause of unp»o-^ 
ductiveno8s insures permanent improve- 
ment, says H. A. Huston of the Indiana 
station.

The obj act of the 


court was obviously to get the dis- 
trict attorney to say how he proposed 
to show bad faith in the acceptance 
of the Monroe Manufacturing Com- 
picy's drafts. 


When be was finally allowed to ad- 


dress the jury, be commented at some 
length upon a statement of Mr. 
Brown's, that Hughes is no ordi- 
nary respondent. 
"No man ever

the statutes was an orcinsry respond- 
ent," said he. "No man can be the 
cashier of a bank unless bis charac- 
ter baa been excellent, but tbe armor
